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SCHWEINFURTH TALKS 


CONCERNING 


HIS “HEAVEN” 


TO THE POST-DISPATCH 
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The Celebrated Rockford Teacher and Idealist, 
Whose Views Have Been Creatly Misrep- 
resented, Tells of the Abandon- 
ment of His Plans. 
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THE PASSING OF A HISTORIC SETTLEMENT

ROCKFORD, Iil., July 14.—George Jacob 
Bchweinfurth, who has abandoned his so0- 
called ‘‘Heaven,.”’ seven “miles from this 
city, made the following statement to Will- 
am L. Eaton, editor of the Rockford Reg- 
Se ie in response to a request from 
the Post-Diepatch. After the interview was 
written it was submitted to Mr. Schwein- 
furth and he gave it his approval. In it 
he explains why he decided this week to 
abandor his ‘“Heaven’’—a name given to 
his social settlement on the Weldon farm 
by others—not by himself. He ,explains 
the origin of his title, “The Rockford 
Christ,”’ a title he never sought, and clears 
up other misconceptions concerning his 
long-established but now abandoned ideal. 
His followers have been urged by him t 
etudy the teachings of Mary Baker kaldy, 
the head and front of the Christian Science 
movement. Here is Mr. Schweinfurth’s 
Statement: 


By George Jacob Schweinfurth. 

“It has been my desire from my earliest 
youth to follow the strictest Hne of duty. 
I can remember when a child of depriving 
myself of little things, which other chil- 
cren were free to do, because I did not be- 
lieve they were right. My parents were 
devout people, natives of Germany, born 
fiear Stuttgart in Baden. Early in tneir 
gnarried life they removed to this country 
and to Ohio, which was my native state. 
My mother never left that state. When a 
young man I went to Alpena, Mitch. Dur- 
ing my youth I joined the Methodist Church 
ond was licensed to preach, altnough 1 was 
mever ordained as a minister. Many things 
which came under my observatwm led me 
to feel, as a young man, that not only 
fhe world, but the church itself, was in- 
estimably below the privilege and standard 
of the life given by Christ. In following 
that conviction I am now satisfied ihat my 
ideas became revolutionary. 

“The conduct of multitudes who had pro- 
fessed Christianity led me to doubt the 
value of what are considered the most im- 
portant rites. I came to have this feeling 
about baptism and about the Lord’s supper. 
The act itself was nothing. People showed 
themselves to be the samme after it as be- 
fore. Among my married friends I found 
that family life, under the marriage rela- 
tion, did mot seem to enhance happiness. 
That madé it a union of form and of name, 
but not of heart and reality. In time the 
rite of marriage came to have in my feei- 
ing towards it as little value as the rite 
of baptism. I felt that the Methxudist 
Church was not what it ought to be and 
20t teaching the truth as it should, not 
leading people up to the ideal of the life 
which Christ gave. 

“It was while I was ir this frame of 
mind that [ first came ta this vicinity to 
Visit friends at Byron. Mrs. Beekman, 
wife of the Congregational minister there, 
haa for several years been carrving out her 
teachings. Her husband was not in sym- 
pathy with her views, but she had gained 
a considerable following, a recognized sect, 
generally known as the Beekmanites. I 
fell into sympathy with her views, which 
were much in with my 
It was Mrs. Beekman whe selected me for 
her successor before she passed away. 

“The world in general has a wrong idea 
© my position in that mawement. 1 sup- 
pose my people have had a way of lovk- 
jug on me a3 inspired and of speaking of 
me in that sense, but 1 never claimed it 
or taught, excepting in the sense that I 
felicve that it is given to all men to be 
divine, and that it is their duty to attain 
to that life. 

“Out of our bellef grew what we might 
call a movement in Christian socialism, That 
was buillt‘up as a community here at the 
Weldon farm, the owners of which heartily 
adopted the faith. Our pian was that of the 
early Christian Church, having all thines 
im common. That ideal was carried on 
here with very happy results. The farm 
had originally a farmhouse of the usual] 
dimensions and the ordinary accompanying 
bulldings. We added to the home and to 
the buildings from time to time until the 
Place has what you now see. It is a farm 
of 5300 acres and furnished employment to 
our little community, which grew at times 
to be 8 or @ members. The work resulted 
Successfully from that standpoint. The 
Great aim was to carry: out and to live 
the idea) taught by Christ, of love for one 
@nother and being helpful to one another. 
We attained a high measure of fulfillment 
of that ideal. Aithough we were a late 
household, we had very little incidents to 
mar the general happiness. I am persuaded 
that very few, ev@m small families. are so 
free from friction as our large community 
That was one of the points toward which we 
etrove. 

“Our religious service was not unlike that 
of most of the churches in its genera! idea. 
I gave to our congragation the teachings 
to which I felt moved by what I believed to 
‘be the leading and inspiration of the Spirit. 
an inspiration to which every man’e life 
ought to be opened if he lives as he should 
and is ready to follow the teachings as 
Christ gave them. My sermons were report- 
ed by several of our members and pre- 
pared in duplicate on the typewriter, for 
use of our congregations at other points 
We had churches in Chicago, in our neigh- 
boring town of Byron, in Kaneas City, Min- 
neapolis, St. Charles, Minn... and 
Vista, Colo, The other churches regarded 
the community at Weldon farm as their 
headquarters, and to some extent shared 1:

“I first began to feel dissatisfied with 
gome results of our work about 8 years 
ago. Our teaching was constantly misin-

our own followers led to unhappiness in 

familles, much to my own regret and pain. 

In such cases the spirit and aims of the 
/movemente were not properly followed by 
|our own people. The animosity of the com- 
| munity at large to what they wrongly sup- 
| posed to be our standard of conduct also 
|; brough many painful experiences. 
| “These things led me to the bellef that 
without our wish or desire our work was 
bringing some unhappy experiences for 
which we were not willing to be responsible. 
For that reason I decided to conform to the 
moral ideal which was better understood 
by the world, and five years ago the mar- 
riage which had been conformed to and re- 
spected under our teachings by my wife 
and myself, although during years of that 
time we were not pursuing the marriage 
relation In the generally accepted sense, 
and we were married at Minneapolis under 
the usual forms of religious ceremony. Dur- 
ing these later years we have strictly fol- 
lowed and respected the highest ideals of 
the home and family relations as currently 
accepted in soviety. 

“The valuable property of Weldon farm, 
the title of which was vested in myself for 
& number of years, was used by the com- 
munity in common and for the general good. 
When misgivings arose as to continuing in 
our general policy, following our teachings l 
transferred the place to the original owne rs, 
S. S. Weldon & Sons. You see that it is 
something of a gacrifice to atart In at 47 
years of age to form your life plans all over 
again and without means to proceed. I have 
given the labor of all these years to the 
common cause. That cause has not been 
without good results, but the failure to at- 
tain the full measure of the good which we 
hoped to accomplish has been very painful 
indeed, It is not necessary for me to ex- 
plain the struggles and conflict@e which have | 
gone on within my own hear®e during this | 
change in what I ‘believed it best to do. 
Hiave we joined the Christian Scientists? 
No, that is not true, but we are studying 
their teachings, which correspond in not a 
few respects to our own. About a year ago 
Il wrote our churches of the discontinuance 
of our service and recommended that they 
study the teachings of Mrs. Eddy. In great 
measure that course has been adopted and 
our congregations have dissolved go far ag 
their separate maintainence is concerned.”’ 


Mr. Schweinfurth is given credit for being 
Sincere, and his general reputation among |} 
the people who know him best bears out | 
the earnestness of purpose which is implied | 
in his interview. He has the appearance 
of a man who has been somewhat carried 
away by his own ideal. Nevertheless his 
bearing and general manner indicate a well- 
poised man. He is of medium height, well 
knit and well built, weighing about 170 | 
pounds, : 

This religious community had no set creed, | 
but whoever wished to join them was wel- | 


come, provided he showed sincerity of pur-, 
pose and an acceptance of their ideals. To 
fulfill-the golden rule and the teachings of 
Christ in their relations With each other | 
and their fellow men was a standard they | 
expected of al) their followers. No mem-)} 
bers of their community sought to hoard 
wealth or engrossed themselves in quest of 
it. One man would not take a note from 
another if he loaned him money. 

Mr. Schweinfurth states that one of the | 
main things whicheled him to abandon his | 
former plans was the reflection that their | 
belief lack adaptation to the 
present order of society. 

The name ‘‘Heaven,” as applied to the 
Weldon farm, did not originate there, but 
was applied in a sarcastic sense by out- 
It was the aim of the community, 
however, to make it a heaven on earth, as 
that figure is sometimes used, and hence

The principal point of friction 
the Weldon farm community and people of 
the region who are not In immediate touch 
with the place was the fact of the abolition 
of the rite of marriage along with the 
other rites. and that several children were 
born there.

KEEP THE HOSPITAL FUND, 


It will be a mistake to divert the fund set aside for the new 
hospital to the payment of current. city expenses. It can 
only be done by the passage of a bill to repeal the ordinance 
of April 6, 1896, providing for the building of a new City Hos- 
pital. Councilman Hodges has introduced such a bill, but it 
fis hardly likely that the public would approve it if a poll 
could be taken on the subject. 

The city needs the new hospital of which this fund is a 
mucieus. The fund should be held as a sacred trust until it 
can be put to the use for which it was intended. Some other 
way must be found to provide for the city’s current needs. 

It is suggested.that the hospital fund can be replaced as 
Boon as the city finds a purchaser for the Union Market prop- 
There is great opposition 
to the sale of Union Market. And in order to revive the 
hospital fund, if it is sacrificed, a new ordinance would have 
to be passed. That also is uncertain, or at least its passage 
might involve some jobbery. 

Repeal of the hospital ordinance and diversion of the fund 
would he a confession of inability and lack of resource that 
would not be creditable to the city.

Admiral Will Tender Service 
In Case of War. 


PLAN OF THE STRATEGY BOARD. 


NAVAL CAMPAIGNERS ALREADY 
HARD AT WORK. 


Interests of the United States Are to 
Be Safeguarded in Any Policy 
Formulated for the Future 
Government of China. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—Keenly alive to 
the possibility of a general war growing out 


fof the Chinese situation, the Navy Depart- 


ment, through !{ts strategic board, which 
met in Newport last week, has prepared a 
comprehensive plan of campaign. Ihe 
has concluded Its labors, and the 
several members are now en route to their 
homes. The plan of campaign which was 
prepared in connection with a number of 
other war projects considered by the board, 
will be forwarded to the Navy Department 
and placed on file in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion to await further developments in 
China. Its ccntents, of course, will be kept 
secret. 

In the event of a general war in China, 
it is considered highly probable that Ad- 
miral Dewey will be assigned to the com- 
mand of the Ameircan Asiatic fleet; in 
fact, he has deciared that in such an 
event he would volunteer his services for 
this command. When last spoken to on 
this subject he seemed to have fear of 
international complications growing out 
of the desire of the European powers to 
partition China. Bearing in mind _ the 
success he had in keeping the hands of 
other powers off of the Philippines dur- 
ing the Spanish war, officials of the ad- 
ministration believe that the moral ef- 
fect of Dewey’s presence in command of 
the American forces would be a sufficient 
guarantee that the United States would 
not sufter when the time arrives for for- 
mulating a policy in regard to the sep- 


aration or future government of China. 

As president of the Newport strategy 
board, Admiral Dewey was able to ad- 
vance many valuable suggestions in the 
preparation of the plan of campaign for 
the East, and if the time comes for carry- 
ing it out, it will be Known as the Dewey 
project. In brief, the project contem- 
plates a squadron of more than double the 
size of the present Asiatic and Pacific 
fleets, outlining plans for quick ‘reinforce- 
ments from this side. Charts of the entire 
coast of China were carefully gone over by 
the beard, and points designated for the 
location of ships and vessels selected for 
the navigation of the shallow rivers, Plans 
are also included for meeting conditions 
which may arise from complications with 
Other powers, but, of course, no details on 
this point are available. 

Unlike the navy, the army has de no 

preparations for a Chinese war. All that 
is being done by the war department beyond 
the sending of a few troops for the expedi- 
tion to Pekin its the preparation of a Chi- 
nese map, which will be valuable only in 
indicating the point of trouble. Practic- 
ally nothing is known of the topography 
of China, so that the map from a strat- 
egical or tactical standpoint will have no 
value, and when troops are landed it will 
be necessary for their commanders to make 
a study of the country before they attempt 
to advance. Nor dces it appear that the 
war department has made any preliminary 
arrangements for the transportation of 
troops beyond the facilities they already 
have at hand for carrying troops to and 
from the Philippines. 
From the way State Department and 
army officials talked yesterday it would 
seem that the sending of a large body of 
American soldiers to China is not under 
contemplation. Indeed, there are reasons 
to believe that if the present troubles in 
China should result in a general war cf 
all the powers against China the United 
States will have a smaller representation 
of American troops than any other of the 
allied countries and that we will depend 
largely upon Japan. There are reasons for 
believing that negotiations are now in 
progress between the allied powers looking 
to an agreement as to the number of troops 
each will send and the policy to be pur- 
sued in regard to the future government of 
China. By reason of the close ty of 
tussia and Japan, it is naturally assumed 
that those two countries will have a 
preponderance of troops in the field, end it 
is on this account that a general under- 
standing is desired, so as to prevent either 
of these two powers or any of the other 
powers from obtaining an undue proportion 
of influence and territory in cage the em- 
pire is partitioned.

As usual, the un- 
expected happened, and after the publica- 
tion of the statement the markets slowly, 
but surely, began a decline, which con- 
tinued till the "and of the week, with iIn- 
termittent spurts of strength Weakness 
was plainly shown by the market, and sev- 
a times there was almost a deluge of 

uldating orders. 

“he record of sales for the week appeared 
ta be much less than usual. Rustness 
showed a gradual decrease at New Orleans 
and New York, and sentiment was not 
wholly on either side. As a matter of 
fact, the situation was a verv unsatisfac- 
tory one, with faverable crop condittons, 
a lower Liverpoo! market and mixed feeling 
in the spot markets. 

As regaris prices, there was a tendency 
to take a very pessimistic view of the mar- 
Kets’ course, which feeling was, of course, 
intensified by sdfuation in China and 
the gloomy reports which came in from the 
manufacturing quarters. 

There was also a disposition to await the 
Liverpool market, before attempting any- 
thing, but this was found to be a very 
uncertain way, as there was a reluctance 
on the part of the trade there to do much 
either way. The August future, for in- 
stance, moved up and down accormiing to 
the whim of a few of the bold English 
traders, the course of prices was shaped ace 
cordingly. Buyers in the English spot mare 
ket were few and tenders continued large. 
The net result was a sharp decline in the 
latter part of the week. 

As to the progress of the crop, further 
improvement is noted pretty eenerally 
everywhere. Rain has come where needed 
and farm operations have continued under 
more favorable conditions. A correspond- 
ingly depressing feeling has pervaded the 
ranks of the bullish element, with the re- 
ceipt of this news, though they realize that 
in some cases the damage has been Irre- 
parable. 

The trade is wholly at sea as to the 
drift of prices for some time to come. July

Nithout perfect conditions from now until 
September 1 a full crop is regarded as out 
of the question. While such conditions will 
prohably give the trade a good yield, suf- 
ficient to depress prices considerably, con- 
servative people continue extremely cau- 
tious and are adopting a waiting policy.

PREPARING HIS _ ITINERARY. 


He May First Take a Brief Vacation 
‘in the Colorado Mountains With 
Members of His Family.

. LINCOLN, N@b:, Joly, 14.—W. J. Bryan 
believes he will be electéd President. At 
any rate he will go ahead on that theory, 
and his campaign will be conducted with 
all the vigor and fire he is capable of put- 
ting into it. He will make an extended 
speechmaking tour. 

John J. Lentz, a congressman from Ohio, 
told Mr. Bryan that all that was needed to 
carry Ohio, West Virginia, Indiana and 
Kentucky was a little extra effort. Mr. 
Lentz had a motive in his prediction, as 
he wanted Mr. Bryan to consent to the re- 
moval of Democratic headquarters from 
Chicago to Columbus, O. But aside from 
this he said the chances favored Demo- 
cratic success in the four states named. 

Mr. Bryan was gratified at his visitor's 
optimism and listened, attentively to all he 
had to say. Mr. Lentz dia most of the talk- 
ing. 

Mr. Bryan is not talking these days, and 
he grew enthusiastic as Lentz pictured to 
the Democratic candidate the losses the Ke- 
publicans were sustaining every day in Ohio 
and Indiana. 

In addition to changing headquarters, 
which it is pretty safe to say Mr. Bryan 
will not indorse, Mr. Lentz urged Mr. Bryan 
to put in lots of time in these states so as to 
remove any possibility of doubt.

Pickel and a dozen detectives surrounded

The house is a frame, standing near the 
road leading from Bridgeton Station on 
the Wabash to.the town of Bridgeton on 
Natural Bridge road.

TOM REED WAY BE NOMINATED 


Gold Democrats Will Give Him a 
Chance to Decline Their Nomi- 
nation for President.

American Government Has Given Up Hope and 
Is Now Preparing to Demand Reparation 
for the Murder of Its Minister - 
and Citizens. 
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RUSSIA HAS RECEIVED NO WORD FROM DE GIERS. 
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‘*If,’’ Says Gen. Miles, ‘‘the Representatives and Subjects 
of Foreign Governments Have Been Killed in 
Pekin, It Is the Most Appalling 
Tragedy of the ‘Age.”’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 14—This has been a day of anxiety unequaled by 
any during the Spanish-American war. No one thinks the Americans at Pekin 
are alive. 

No tale of horror is pronounced improbable, though the St. Petersburg 
story that the Russian minister and his wife were killed by being boiled in a 
caldron of water is not confirmed. A cablegram from St. Petersburg tonight 
says: 

“It is officially stated here that no report of the murder of M. de Giers, 
the Russian minister at Pekin, has been received here.” 

In addition i9 Many discouraging features information is received at Wash- 
inzton,that the rebellion is spreading, adding to the discomfort -of the officials. 
A cablegram was received from Consul-General Goodnow announcing that the 
governors of Honan and Shansi, two western provinces of China, have issued 
proclamations declaring in favor of the Boxers. 

A trifle of consolation was found in the fact that. Mr. Goodnow .did not 
mention an announcement, attributed in the press dispatches to Sheng, director- 
general of posts and telegraphs, given to each of the foreign consuls at Shanghai, 
advising that all of the legationers in Pekin were dead and that the British le- 
gation had been, reduced by artillery. As Mr. Goodnow did not forward this 
communication, the officials clung to a lingering hope that possibly, upon inves- 
tigation, Mr. Goodnow had found Sheng’s statements disproved and for that rea- 
son did not forward the announcement. 


MURDER OF THE GERMAN MINISTER. 


The Japanese legation furnished a more detailed account of the manner in 
which Baron Von Ketteler met his death. The chief facts were the same as al- 
ready made known, but there was more of explanation in the advices from Tokio. 

Following is a summary of the cablegram: 

According to the telegram from the minister of foreign affairs, the reports 
brought by Chinese couriers from Pekin to Tien Tsin appear to confirm the rumors 


of the destruction of the legation and the murder of the minister. 
The minister, it appears, was shot on the way and carried into the Tsung Ii Ya- 


men, where he expired shortly afterward. 
Upon learning of his death the German marines rushed into the Tsung Li Ya- 


men and burned it down. 

It is further reported that the foreign reinforcements which left for Pekin on 
June 10 advanced as far as Lang Fang, but after terrible suffering returned to Tien 
The allied forces destroyed several arsenals at Tien Tsin, their 


losses being nearly 300 killed and wounded. 
From June 27 to July 1 no further fighting took place, but the Chinese troops, 
about 20,000 strong, were said to be advancing on Tien Tsin from the north. 


ADMIRAL REMEY HEARD FROM. 


Secretary Long received the following cablegram from Rear Admiral Remey, 
commander-in-chief of the naval forces on the Asiatic station: 

Che Foo, July 14.—Secretary Navy, Washington: Two Japanese transports arrived 
today. Landed commander and marine regiment, stores, fleld pieces and ammunition. 
Report Chinese defeated at two new positions commanding the river communication 
with Tien Tain. REMEY. 

The importance of this cablegram, inthe opinion of Secretary Long, lies in 
the fact that it makes no mention of the reported massacre at Pekin, which it 
would surely do had the story come to Admiral Remey’s ears. 

Navy department officials deny that there is any shortage in the supply of 
ammunition available for use by the Asiatic squadron. On the contrary, there is 
a great abundance of naval stores and the vessels now in Chinese waters are con- 
sidered sufficient for all the requirements of an energetic campaign. 

The first mail report from Admiral Kempff was received today by Secretary 
Long. All the information furnished has been largely anticipated by fragment- 
ary cablegrams, but the details of operations around Taku and the dispatching 
of Capt. McCalla’s force for Tien Tsin are unusually interesting at this time. In 
addition, Admiral Kempff advances the prediction that the campaign to be under-| 
taken by the international armies will be of long duration and arrangements must 
be made to supply a base for operations to be indefinitely continued. Admiral 
Kempff also encloses copies of certain cablegrams received and sent by him anda 
list of all the warships then in the vicinity of Taku. 


AMERICAN TROOPS FOR CHINA. 


Maj. Hugh G. Gallagher, chief commissary of subsistence of the department 
of California at San Francisco, has been relieved and order to Taku, where he 
will report to Gen. Chaffee and become chief commissary to the United States 
troops in China. Adjutant-General Corbin conveys an indirect intimation that 
many additional men may be required in China in a telegram to C. C. Gurley, at 
Shenandoah Valley, Colo. Mr. Gurley had offered to raise 1000 men for service 
in the Philippines or China. Gen. Corbin advised him in reply that several regi-} 
ments will soon be started for the Philippines and may be diverted to China. As 
numerous vacancies will occur in these regiments Mr. Gurley is advised to have 
his men enlist through the regular channels, specifying the particular regiment 


in which they desire to serve.

Certainly the utmost repara- 
tion will be exacted by all the powers. The form, however, which this reparation 
wil) face must necessarily be financial and possibly territorial. It will be financial] 
only if the powers are unanimous as to the maintenance of the integrity of the 
Chinese empire In the negative case the reparation will be both financial and 
territorial. ’ 

“In the first case Great Britain will probably demand: 

(a).An indemnity of £100,000,000 ($500,000,000) for the murder of her majesty’s 
ministers and subjects;

“On the other hand, 
couraged by the statement contained in 
some of the dispatches that the Boxers 
were losing their hold on the people. I 
Suppose that some of the Boxers have 
been wounded by the gums of the foreign- 
ers, and the people see that their boasted 
incantations and charms cannot make them 
invulnerable. 

“The report, too, that Prince Ching had 
come to the rescue of the foreigners, if 
true, seemed to be good news. Prince 
Ching is not only president of the Tsung 
Li Yamen, but also the chief commander 
of the Pekin garrison. He has from 
five to ten thousand troops at his com- 
mand. The trouble is that there seems to 
be disaffection amongst the imperial 
troops, and it ts impossible to say how 
strong a following Prince Ching might 
have in that case.

the head of the Boxers in Pekin, has been 
adjutant-general under Prince Ching, but 
if he is now leading an opposition to Prince 
Ching, ne one can know which is in com- 
mand of the stronger body of troops. 

**Prince ae is about §© years of age. 
Although he has never been outside of 
Pekin and although he knows no foreign 
language, he is a man of liberal ideas and 
progressive aims. He has come in contact 
with the representatives of foreign govern- 
ments for a great many years and is well 
known and liked. Prince Tuan, on the other 
band, is — about 40 years of age and is 
comparative unknown. I think it very 
improbable that he has superseded Prince 
Ching as representative of the Tsung Li 
Yamen, as reported, 

“T have been asked a number of times 
how it happens that my government can 
get an edict out of Pekin to me here in 
Washington, while Minister Conger is- not 
able to communicate with his government. 
The only explanation I can make is this: 
The legations, as I understand the dlis- 

atches, have been so surrounded by the 
3oxer mob that it has been impossible for 
the people in the legations to get a mes- 
sage to the outside world. The foreigners 
are so different in dress and feature from 
our people that it would be difficult for any 
of them to pass unnoticed in the crowéd. 
The Boxers have even prevented our im- 
perial troops from communicating with the 
people in the legations or coming to their 
rescue. The legations are surrounded by 
high walls, and it is not easy to surmise 
what has happened inside the walls unless 
one has actual access to those premises. 

“The edict I received from the Emperor 
the other day came from Pekin by what 
is known as the western route. The dis- 
patches received here through the viceroy 
of Shantung come by the eastern route. 
The viceroy, I suppose, has runners com- 
ing from Pekin that supply him with the

British ministers hearlded this 
entry of Japan imto the concert of Eu- 
rope as probably. strengthening their 
claim for on ‘‘open door’’ and no more land 
grabbing, but it is impossible to believe 
that the Kaiser, upon whose support Lord 
So ange would fain lean, has forgotten 
his ‘‘yellow peril’’ nightmare, and today 
you find Freman Mitford initiating and 
the Spectator loudly echoing, a yellow 
peril crusade in England itself. 

“Once give Japan a foothold on the con- 
tinent of Asia,’’ he says, “‘and you will 
have given reality to the yellow peril, and 
have conjured into existence a_ disturb- 
ing force that may alter the map of Asia, 
if not of the world.” 

Japan, we are already being told, is as 
selfish as the other powers. She seeks 
aggrandizement and ne humbug about 
humanity. 

“England has to choose between Japan 
and Russia,’’ says the Spectator; ‘‘between 
the yellaw power and the white. power, 
and to choose Japan is to defy Europe, If 
Japan masters China, she will almost in- 
stinctively endeavor to protect her against 
Europe, will rule her, and Organize a 
Chinese official hierarchy with that strange 
ability she has already shown in managitg 
her own affairs.’’

In a 
quieter tone he added: “Japan has no race 
quarrel with China. On the contrary, Japan 
will never see China dismembered by the 
white races.

MYSTERY ABOUT HER DEATH 


Married Daughter of Havemeyer, the 
Sugar King, Is Said to Have 
Shot Herself.

RAMSEYS, N. J., July 14—Mra. Natalie 
Meyer, oldest daughter of the late Theodore 
Havemeyer, the sugar king, died at her 
home in Mahwah this afternoon under mys- 
terious clroumstancea Every effort is being 
made by members of the family to keep 
the cause of her death secret.

BOERS ARE FAR FROM DEFEAT. 


DANGER TO THE EMPIRE GROW- 
ING IN INDIA. 


Nevertheless the Extremist Press Con- 
tinues Its Use of Harsh Words 
in Criticising the Action of 
Nearly All the Powers.

LONDON, July 14.—England’s jingoes 
and imperialistic leaders are fast carrying 
the country to the brink of disaster. From 
all quarters come most distressing stories 
and the nation’s outlook is discouraging 
to conervatives. 

From South Africa comes the strong as- 
sertion that the war with the Boers will 
last two years longer and that there will 
never ‘be real peace if the independence cf 
the republics is destroyed. Gen. Botha’s 
success in capturing nearly two squadrons 
of cavalry within 18 miles of Pretoria 
and the news that other British generals 
are acting on the defensive, together with 
Premier Milner’s warning that ,.emigration 
to the Transvaal will be impossible for 4 
year, demonstrate how far Gen. Boberts 
is from conquest, much less the pacifica- 
tion of the Boers. 

In Ashanti Col. Wilcox is trying to bribe 
the revolted tribes into submission, as 
the strained condition of the British mili- 
tary resources will not permit the dispatch 
of an expedition. In India, added to the 
horrors of famine and pestilence the Afri- 
dis have grown increasingily troublesome. 
It is suspected that the Ameer of Afghan- 
istan is fomenting a rebellion in the in- 
terest of Russia. 

As if this was not enough trouble the 
jingo press is pursuing a campaign of in- 
sulting provocation against nearly every 
continental nation, recklessly inciting pubD- 
lic feeing, already in an infbammatory cuon- 
dition, against neighboring peoples. 

No effort is spared to decry and injure 
the Paris Exposition and to prevent Eng- 
lish visitors om going there. 

Germany is assailed as the power which 
caused the Chinese rebellion and is uc 
cused of not having taken a proper share 
of the burden of its suppression. 

Russia is persistently accused of having 
prevented Japan from giving timely aid to 
the legations at Pekin and the most hor- 
rible brutalities are being charged against 
Russian soldiers in China. 

When the Belgian postal officials po- 
litely invited the British colleaagues to the 
international postal congress at Ghent the 
latter repiled: ‘Thanks, but we don't 
want to be murdered.”’ 

This is gloated over by the jingo press 
as the collect of British sentiment towards 
foreigners. 

Jingo intolerance, in fact, has reached a 
point of absolute insanity.

EVEN THE GOVERNMENT APPRO- 
PRIATIONS WILL BE LOST. 


July and August, It Is Expected, Will 
Swell the Receipts, but Even 
That Cannot Redeem the 
Early Failure.

PARIS, July 14.—Despite the efforts of the 
government officials, the railways, the 
transatlantic steamship companies and all 
other classes interested to create the im- 
pression that the exposition is a great go, 
upon the theory that ‘‘nathing succeeds like 
success,’’ the contrary is so evident that 
even the most stanchly subsidized papers 
begin to admit general disappointment in 
their columns. 

Paris has been crowded the last three 
weeks and the exposition has been well at- 
tended, but the daily average of pay ad- 
missions even now does not exceed 150,000, 
which ts just half what had been figured on. 

If offictal calculations, which originadly 
placed the attendance nesessary to indem- 
nify all the investors at 60,000,000, were 
correct, it will be seen that there must be 
great loss, besides the great French and 
foreign public appropriations, which, as 
Minister Millerand recently said in the 
chamber, may be considered as largely 
wasted unless the people will come to see 
the results of the tremendous expenditure. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent yester- 
day interviewed a prominent member of the 
French commission. He said: 

“The whole undertaking has been sadly 
bungled in the general plan as well as in 
all the details. In the French and all 
foreign sections the whole business degen- 
erated early into a great distribution of 
contracts and privileges and impudent loot- 
ing. The French provincials and intending 
visitors from abroad were early warned of 
the real state of affairs and vast numbers 
remained home. Although July and August 
will undoubtedly show a great attendance. 
the Exposition can never recover from the 
ghastly frost of the first two months.” 

Nevertheless the show undoubtedly offers 
many beautiful spectacles, quaint corners 
of instructive displays and extraordinary 


human types. 

Perhaps the keynote of the situation was 
given by a prominent Californian, who 
summarized his impressions for the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent thus: 

et had known what the fair was I 
would certainly not have come all the way 
from San Francisco to see it. It is worth 
netther the trouble nor the money. But 
now that I am here, I find plenty to oc- 
cupy my time pleasurably.”’ 

The series of side show failures cabled 
to the Post-Dispatch last week continues. 
The total number of enterprises that have 
already gone under is 32, while the shares 
in the Swiss Village, Moorish Andalusia, 
Old Paris and Venice in Paris are down to 
ludicrous prices, showing that even these 
best attended attractions have failed to 
yield reasonable returns.

Goebel Case Sends Detectives 
to Mountains. 


BATTLE MAY BE THE RESULT. 


SURVEYOR TESTIMONY CONSID- 
ERED OF IMPORTANCE. 


He Shows How a Bullet Could Have 
Been Fired From the Secretary 
of State’s Office and Hit 
the Governor. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 14.—The at- 
tendance at the trial of ex-Secretary of 
State Powers, charged with being an ac- 
complice to the murder of William Goebel, 
was smaller today than any time since Mon. 
day, when the case was first called, Only 
the civil engineer, who measured the State 


House grounds at Frankfort, where the 
crime occurred, and the doctors who per- 
formed the autopsy on the body of the vic- 
tim, were put on the stand today by the 
commonwealth. 

The prosecution hoped to show by these 
Witnesses and by measurements and draw- 
ing that the fatal bullet was fired from one 
of two front windows of a room in the 
executive building, occupied during his 
term of office by the prisoner, Powers. 

he evidence, while bearing directly upon 
the case, had small attraction for the zen- 
eral public. A trunk containing the gar- 
ments worn by the victim on the morning 
of the killing was brought into court to be 
exhibited and filed. 

The morning session of the Powers trial 
was largely occupied with the conclusion 
of the testimony of D. Meade Woodson, a 
civil engineer, with a practical demonstra- 
tion of how a bullet could have been fired 
out Of the window in Caleb Powers’ office 
througg the body of Goebel and lodged in 
the tree, from which it was cut, a steel 
ball, which glistened like a diamond in tne 
sunlight, as it was held up to the jury.

St. Louis County authorities are searching 
for two persons who, it is believed, will be 
able to clear up the mystery of the death 
of Albert Woodward, the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital patient whose body was found in 
an outhouse at Jefferson Barracks, last 
Thursday morning. 

One of these eagerly sought witnesses is 
Charlies A. Murphy, alias ‘‘Kid’’ Murphy, 
and the other is a woman named Clara La- 
gnonte, with whom Murphy associated. 

Special search is being made for the wom- 
an, as 6he is believed to have been with 
‘Woodward a short time before he met his 
@eath and to have evidence that he was as- 
Baulted by soldiers at the barracks. 

Murphy and the Lamonte woman are 
‘known to have been St. Louisans, but they 
are now missing. 

It is believed that the woman was the 


last person besides Woodward's assailants 
who saw him alive. 

She is believed to have been present a 
short time before Woodward died and it 
is thought that if found she would be able 
to give evidence which might lead to the 
conviction of Woodward's murderers. 

Coroner Armstrong of Webster has been 
informed of the Lamonte woman’s con- 


to locate both her and Charles A. Murphy, 
*“*Kijid’’ Murphy. 

Coroner Armstrong’s anxiety to find the 
man and the woman resulted from informa- 
tion which reached him after the first in- 
quest into the death of Woodward was held 
by Justice Noerper of Luxembourg, St. 
Louis County. This inquiry seemed to show 
that Woodward's death resulted from a 
fracture of the spine. 

The verdict was ‘“‘death from unknown 
Possibly the mystery might have 
remained unsolved ‘ut for subsequent in- 
Arm- 
strong. . 

It was learned that Woodward was sup- 
posed to have been accompanied by a 
woman when he went to Jefferson Barracks 
Wednesday night. 

On the day when Woodward's body was 
found a woman answering the description 
of the one seen with him on the fatal 
night appeared on the scene.

Examination of the body showed that 
Woodward had been shot through the brain, 

After deliberating several hours the jury | 
returned a verdict that Woodward came | 
to his death ‘“‘by a gunshot wound inflicted | 
by himself or a person or persons unknown 
to the jury.”’ 

It is believed that if Clara Lamonte had 
been present to testity the verdict would 
have been different. 

Both Murphy and the Lamonte woman 
have disappeared from the rnouse where 
they claimed to live. 

The last seen of them was late Thursday 
afternoon, when they boarded a Sixth street | 
car at Jefferson Barracks, bound for St. | 
Louls. 

The man carried a black valise and a dip 
net. It was believed that they had been fish- 
ing in the vicinity of the reservation. 

The house at 630 South Broadway, at 
which the man and woman said they lived, 
is presided over by Mrs. Mary Malloy. 

Mrs. Malloy’s daughter, Miss Alice Mal- 
loy, told the Post-Dispatch last night that 
a couple answering the descripion of he 
man and woman who made the statements 
at Jefferson Barracks, had stopped there. 

According to her statement Charles Evans | 
and his wife, Cora Evans, occupied a room | 
in the house until three weeks ago. when 
they left, saying they were going to East St, 
Louis. 

Mrs. Evans had g sister known to the occu. 
pants of the house as Mrs. Clara Welsh. 

Miss Malloy stated that on July 2 Mrs. 
Weish and her husband, whom she intro- 
duced as Charles Welsh, applied for ac- 
commodations at the house. 

There was no room vacant. Mrs. Klick, 
a roomer, took them in and surrendered her 
bed to them for the night. 

Both Miss Malloy and Mrs. Klick agree 
that the couple answer the _ description 
given of Murphy and Clara Lamonte, who 
are being sougnt by Coroner Armstrong. 

According to the statements of the wo- 
man “Mr. and Mrs. Welsh’’ left the house 
last Tuesday morning and have not been 
there since.’ 

They were known to the occupants 
of the house by reason of the fact that

SOOMINGTON, to a man, is rejoiced 
over the nomination of Adilal E. Ste- 


venson for ths vice-presidency on the 
Democratic ticket as the running mate of 


Willlam J. Bryan. Thé entire city feels 
honored in having Mr. Stevenson 
nominated for this high office—the first 
time in 1892 with Grover Cleveland, when 
the Democratic ticket was triumphantly 
elected. He will be given a rousing wel- 
come upon his home-coming from Lincoln, 
Neb., where he has been in conference with 
Democratic leaders, and from Minnetonka 
Lake, Minn., where he is visiting his daugh- 
ter, “Mrs. Julia Hardin. 

One day after his second nomination, July 
6, Mr. Stevenson celebrated the 48th anni- 
versary of bis arrival in Bloomington. He 
was then 16 years old. He came herein a 
wagon from Christian QOoaunty, Kentucky, 
where he was born, with his parents, six 
brothers and one sister. 

Soon after their arrival the elder Steven- 
e0n bullt a sawmill and the boys assisted 
in its operation. 

Young Adlai finally managed to make his 
way to college and, having determined to 
become a lawyer, was eventually admitted 
to the bar. 

In December, 1858, at the ege of 22, Mr. 
Stevenson located in Woodford County, 
just north of here. For 10 years he re- 
mained there, building up a lucrative law 
practice and eerving as state's attorney and 
master in chancery. In 1568 he returned to 
Bloomington and has resided here ever 
since. 

Early in his career he established a repu- 
tation es a fluent debater and campaign 
orator. In 1874 he was elected to Congress 
from the Thirteenth district. He was a 
member of the committee on territories and 
District of Columbia. 

In 1869 he formed a law partnership with 
James 8. Ewing. This relationship con- 
tinued uninterrupted until 1885, when Mr. 
Stevenson was appointed first assistant 
postmaster-general by President Cleveland. 

During his four years in office Mr. Ste- 
venson appointed 40,000 fourth-class post- 
masters. As Congressman ‘“‘Bob’’ Williams 
said in his speech at the Kansas City con- 
vention, Mr. Stevenson “‘proved himself to 
be a man who knew a Republican when he 
Baw one in @ place thut belonged to a 
Democrat.” 

His remarkable ability as a party heads- 
man won for Mr. Stevenson the title of 
“Adlal the Axsman.”’ 

Soon after Mr. McKinley's election he ap- 
pointed Mr. Rievenson a member of the 
monetary oommission. This necessitatea 
@ long absence tn Kurope, and he and Mr. 
Ewing Cecided that it would be best to 
eever their professional relatiouship. This 
was done. Since his return Mr. Stevenson 
has Mved a retired life at his home on 
Franklin square, one of the most uattrac- 
tive residence districts of the <c'‘ty. 

The marriage of Adlai E: Stevenson and 
Miss Letitia Green, youngest daughier of 
the late Rev. Lewis Green, president of 
Center College, Ky., took place in 1806. Five 
children were born, of whom three survive. 

The eldest, Lewis, has been locaied in 
New Mexico for the past two years, having 
charge of the extensive mining interests of 
Mrs. Hearst at Silver City.

Judge Adams is a popular jurist. He 
leans strongly to the criterion of human 
nature. Because the law pronounces a per- 
son guilty, he does not believe that the 
offender should necessarily be sentenced to 
the penitentiary. 

He illustrated this principle recently when 
Mrs. Minnie Goff and her daughter, Teresa, 
were arraigned before him for trial. 

They were charged with a violation of 
the postal laws. 

Both pleaded gullty. The mother showed 
that four children were dependent on her 
for support and that she had never been 
guilty of an offense before, 

She had used canceled stamps because 
she had no money to buy others. The 
daughter told a similar story. The penalty 
for the offense was one year in jail. 

“I will not send you to the penitentiary,” 
was Judge Adams’ remark to the prisoners, 
‘but I will have the officers see that you 
are promptly rearrested if the offense is 
repeated. You may goa home, but bear in 
mind that you have had a narrow escape." 

It makes all the difference in the world 
with Judge Adams whether da prisoner ts 
intelligent or ignorant. 

He thinks the educated are to blame and 
he deals with them without mercy. He be- 
lieves the man who Is high in the comm’) 
nity and who is favored with the influences 
of good sowlety should be severely punished 
if he violates the laws. His decisions have 
been based on this theory. 


WEALTHIEST 


LMER B. ADAMS of St. Louis, who 
presides over the United States courts 
for the eastern district of Missouri, 

is the wealthtest federal judge in the coun- 
try. His fortune is said to exceed $500,000. 
For his services Uncle Sam pays $5000 a 
year. 

Judge Adams is essentially a self-made 
man. His money was gained from his 
knowledge of the law. He gave up his pri- 
vate practice at an immense sacrifice, and 
his hours of labor are longer and more 
tedious than they were before he went on 
the bench. 

Judge Atams was appointed to the fed- 
eral judiciary by President Cleveland in 
April, 18%. His predecessor, Judge Henry 
S. Priest, was his law partner for many 
years, 

Judge Priest served three month and 
then resigned. 

“I cuuld not support my family on $3500 
a year,”’ he declared in explanation of his 
ection. 

Soon after Judge Priest's retirement the 
compensation of district judges waa raised 
to $000 a year. 

Judge Adams inaependent income en- 
abled him to accept the position. The In- 
fusion of genuine Demacracy Into his rul- 
ings has given him distincticn throughout 
the country. 

Judge Adams resides with his wife in a

Mary Baird Bryan is a helpmate to her 
husband in the truest sense of the word 
and an acknowledgment of his wife’s de- 
votion to his political interests came from 
Mr. Bryan to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent in the heartiest way. Mrs. 
Bryan is a politician but a womanly poll- 
ticlan. Her taste for politics, she admits, 
was not inherited, but acquired. The daugh- 
ter of a Democrat, her political creed has 
always been the same as that of her hus- 
band. To the Post-Dispatch Mrs, Bryan, 
24 hours following her husband’s second 
nomination for the presidency, told how she 
had aided him in his political career in the 
past and hoped to in the future, 

Her efforts have been partly indirect, 
though her campaign work and sound ad- 
vice are well known to the public. Since 
Mr. Bryan entered public life the business 
of household management has fallen wholly 
on Mrs. Bryan’s shoulders. She does the 
buying for the home, she manages the 
huose and yard.

FROISM, covrage and fortitude are 


human qualities belonging to the en- 


tire human race at large and are 


not confined to any age, sex or condition. 


Nature is kind, and when the time comes 
almost every one is ready to die. Yet the 
period of life at which death arrives, the 
form it takes, the time for preparation, the 
circumstances, the temperament of the per- 
gon about to die all have an infiuence and 
increase or decrease natural bravery. 

“Execute this man first,’’ said the great 
Mme. Roland, pointing to a friend, ‘for 
he has rot courage sufficient to see me 
die.” Her wish was gratified, and when 
her own head fell into the basket the exe- 
cutioner relates that streams of clood 
gushed up like fountains from the large 
arteries in the neck, something that seldom 
happens, for terror slows the circulation 
and numbs the heart. 

Mme. Roland died as she had lived— 
bravely. Hers was suwubljime fortitude, a 
radiant courage in face of disaster. The 
time, the circumstance, the act of saving 
another pain and anguish, together with 
the strength of her mind and body, her 
temperament, made it possible for her to 
meet death as calmly as if it were a sleep 
of hours instead of ages. 

Women generally have 
orthodox religion than men, and its teach- 
ings in regard to a future life naturally 
for them mitigate the stine of death toa 
greater degree. The rewards that the up- 
right expect to receive in heaven make 
the transition as easy as stepping through 
an open door into another house. 

One such wowan showed quiet fortitude 
to a remarkable degree.

Careful investi- 
gation of their tife history would prove that a large percentage of our 
habitual criminais today are what they are because it was impossible 
for them to find honest employment.

There are no “criminal classes.’”’ If you gather together a thousand 
men from Broadway, shave their heads and put them in striped 
clothes they would resemble the so-called “criminal type” as much as 
the inmates of Sing Sing. 

Prisons contain people from eyery social grade. Thére are men 
who are refined and cultivated. There are men who are learnd in law 
and in medicine and in literature. They are an absolutely different 
c.nass from those that throng the rescue missions in the downtown sec- 
tion of our great cities. 

Who can say that such men are not worth saving? 

As a matter of fact, there is more to be expected in the line of 
reformation of _ prisoners than there is from other '_people. I would 


rather talk to a company of prisoners than to most fashionable church 
auidences, because the prisoners’ hearts are more receptive. They 
have learned that punishment follows wrongdoing and that it is wisest 
in the end to do right. 

I would like to see the word “ex-convict” struck out of the lan- 
guage. It is a cruel, unjust, unamerican word. When a man has paid 
the penalty for his crime he should not have ft always branded upon 
him that he has been a criminal. The best word to use would be 
“graduate,” for prisons are the hard schools in which men learn that 
they cannot act against the interests of others. 

There is no doubt that a man can thoroughly — the past 
and prove himself a worthy citizen, have been 
for years an inmate of a state prison. 

In our prison league we have done much to enable elabacen to be- 
gin l'fe afresh. Already In four years we have enrolled over 10,000. 
There ure at present 3000 men in 11 state prisons who are wearing the 
little badge which says, “Look up and hope.’”’ We have passed nearly 
a thousand men through our homes, and 75 per cent of them are doing 
well. 

Our prisons are not as much places of reformation as they should 
be. J am not speaking in any sense against our prisons or their man- 
agement. I have the warmest respect for many of our wardens, It

Long confinement in the serving out of weary sentences makes these 
men become hopeless, unnerved and unmans them for the future. My 
opinion is shared by many leading prison authorities that long terms 
often do more harm than good, and that with the first 12 months 
the nar may have learned and profited by his experience to the full 
extent of his benefit. 

I do not want to be thought a sentimentalist. I do not condone the 
prisoner or wish to’make our prisons into easy places of retreat for 
those who care nothing fur the law of God or man. I admit that many 
may be suffering the just retribution for their crimes, but I believe 
that'in such punishment we should always, before all else, alm at re- 
forming the man, or else of what good ig all the expenditure that is 
made by the state and countsy upon these penal institutions? 

If the indeterminate sentence as it is now enforced in Illinois could 
be brought Into force in every state we should be bringing in a much 
more hyupeful day for our prisoners and remove the responsibility of 
crippling them so that honest lives are made difficult or impossible in 
their future. 

I believe in punishment; I believe in discipline; I don’t believe in 
strewing the path of the lawbreaker with flowers; but I do believe also 
in fair play.

WILL A BLOW FROM 


THE. FIST CAUSE DEATH? 
| By George F. Schrady, M. D., New York.

meditated and accidental blows. In the accidental class a blow 
while struck premeditatively may not land in any particularly vul- 
nerable part of the body. 

In the premeditated blow of the pugilist some vulnerable point is 
desired to be reached, as, for instance, the side of the jaw or the 
region over the heart or stomach. The purpose of the pugilist is not 
to kill his antagonist, but to disable him so that he cannot respond to 
the cail for the next round. 

Johu L. Sullivan, whom I examined in 
before -his fight with Corbett, said he always tried to disable his an- 
tagonist by striking hin: over the heart or on the side of the jaw. Blows 
delivered on these parts oi the body, in Sullivan’s case, were always 
more “effectual’’ than others, and if they did not knock his opponent 
immediately into unconsciousness, aided largely in securing him a 
victory. 

Sullivan, though he had no anatomical knowledge whether a blow 
on the stomach or one over the heart was more effective fhan one on 
the side of the jaw, was aware from experience that the blow on the 
side of the jaw did its work more quickly and more completely than 
One or either of the two other parts named. 

It was by a blow on the jaw, the newspapers tell us, that a pugilist 
was killed in a recent ring contest. But did the pugilist die from the 
blow or was he suffering from some disease Which, added to the shock, 
caused death? 

Let the reader strike himself smartly on the side of the jaw and 
not» the shock, measured, of course, by the force of the blow. Im- 
mediately its effect is feit in the disturbance of equilibrium. 

Shock may be gradual or sudden. A man of sound health is capable 
of receiving more punishment than another who is not so healthy. In 
the case of the healthy man, if he is struck repeatedly on a certain 
part of his body, the snock to his nerves will be less pronounced. In 
the unnealthy man’s case one blow of the same force as the dozen re- 
received by the healthy man will often be sufficient to cause sudden 
shock or, in ring parlance, a “knockcut.’”’ 

Is it possible to kill a healthy man with a 
Decidedly, yes. If any of the organs are diseased, 
bined with the shock of the blow is likely to cause death. 

Is it possible to kill a healthy man with a blow of the 
Dut not so easily as in the case of the unhealthy man. 

When two men train hard for a prizefight and enter the ring 
in perfect condition, providing they have no organic or functional 
trouble, it is improbable that one can be killed instantly by a blow 
from the other's fist or that he may die later from effects. He 
may lie in an unconscious state for hours, but unless there is an in- 
ternal ailment and the brain receives an accidental and direct injury 
by pressure from a fractured skull or ruptured blood vessel, has 
every chance for recovery.

across the ocean~-a method by which the 
human voice can actually be transmitted 
by wire from San Francisco to London, for 
example, as easily as a St. Louisan can 
telephone from the Fair Grounds to the 
Merchants’ Exchange. 


That old scientific bugbear, the satura- 
tion of the cable covering with conflicting 
currents, which prevent the voice being 
heard over long distances, has been over- 
come; he asserts, and nothing except the 
laying of a properly constructed cable now 
prevents our having direct ) speech with 
Wurone. 

Even if Prof. Pupin’s reputation did not 
vouch for the authenticity of his claims, the 
enthusiastc manner of their acceptance by 
scientific men generally, proves that a most 
important discovery has been made. Aside 
from this spectacular element of telephoning 
across the ocean, the discovery is of such 
value to land telephone and te’egraph lines 
that not only will it be possible hereafter 
to talk directly between St. Louis and San 
Franciso, or between St. Louis and New 
York, or even between New York and San 
Francisco, but the cost of doing so can be 
reduced to what is now demanded for less 
than half the distance.

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that the failures were unaccountable. Truly 
they should have been successes, not fail- 
ures, by all laws. He sat down to calcu- 
late it out mathematically, and after sev- 
eral years of study he evolved a theory 
that put him on the track of success. 

Most people suppose that electricity trav- 
els with the speed of light. The textbooks 
say it does and it is a favorite illustration 
with lecturers. But it is so only under 
certain conditions, There are other con- 
ditions, as in an Atlantic cable, for exam- 
ple, where electricity takes quite an ap- 
preciable time to pass from one point to 
another. 

If the man at the key on this side of the 
ocean presses down his instrument so as to 
send a signal across, there is no manifesta- 
tion immediately at the other end. The cur- 
rent flows in and fills up, not only the iong 
wire, but also the guitapercha covering, 
which has to become saturated with a cer- 
tain amount before there is any current ap- 
parent at the other eni.

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HOW | EXPERIMENTED ~ 


By Prof. M. I. Pupin of Columbia University. 


ELEPHONIC communication over the whole of the cable of the New York 
F Telephone Co. during my experiments was carried on with perfect ease. 
Both the volume and the articulation of the transmitted sound were all 
that could be desired. If, however, the inductance coils were cut out and the 
cable used as ordinarily, then the transmission was good up to 650 miles, fair 
up to 75 miles, impracticable at 100 miles, impossible at distances over 112 miles. 
Increased distance interferes with the transmission over the ordinary cable, not 
only on account of the diminished volume of the sound transmitted, but also on 
account of the rapid loss of articulation. This manifests itself at first as an 
apparent lowering of the pitch of the Voice, just as my theory demands it. My 
assistant’s voice is of an ordinary pitch, if anything a little above the pitch 
of the average man’s voice. When it Was transmitted over 75 miles of the cable 
(that is, the coils being disconnected from it) it sounded like a strong baritone. 
Over a distance of 100 miles it became so “drummy” (that {s an expression 
borrowed from telephone engineers) that it was difficult to understand it un- 
less nothing but ordinary conversation Was carried on, and then very slowly, 
and the speaker had to put his mouth @s close to the transmitter as possible 
and speak out as if he were addressing abig audience. At distances over 112 miles 
nothing but the lowest notes of the voice could be heard; the articulation was 
entirely gone. When the coils were all in, then no drumminess in the voice was 
noticed and the conversation could be carried on as rapidly as one chose.

‘ eable refuses to allow any current to leak 


out of the other end until every part of it 
is slowly saturated, it is easy to see how 
tne innumerable electric’ pulsations inspired 
by the voice would mingle and jumble 
and mix up indiscriminately in the cable 
and its covering. and how those which 
reached Evrope, for instance, would have 
lost all specific character. The phenomenon 
is due, as electricians say, to the “‘capa- 
city’”’ of the cable. 

Now it was also known to electricians 
that “‘capacity’’ could, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, bé neutralized by what is 
known as a “choke coil.” This is a simple 
coil of wire, which, when placed itn circuit 
with any device which generated ‘“capac- 
ity’ (say a condenser), had the effect of 
rendering that capacity nil and allowing 
the current to flow an as before. Knowing 
this law and recognizing the cable as a sort 
of huge condenser, some one put a “choke 
coll’ in circuit with the cable. The effect, 
however, was worse than before. The jum- 
ble was greater near the choke coll. No 
one could understand it. 

The law had been laid down by Oliver 
Heaviside, the noted English physicist and, 
as some has said, the most eccentric scien- 
tist “in the world, that capacity could be

Ac- 
cording to the law we should have been 
able with certain apparatus to telephone 
across the ocean. Yet the apparatus did 
not accompkKsh the feat. 


Prof. Pupin thought the law might not 
have been interpreted aright, and he set 
out to study his theory. He also experi- 
mented. He caused to be get up in Colum- 
bia College an artificial telephone line 250 
miles long, and he made all kinds of appli- 
cations with “choke calls’ to see if thera 
might be some special way of applying 
them 80 as to attain the desired object, 
He also made another interesting exper!- 
ment which any person may try and which 
illustrates very nicely how Prof. Pupin’s 
invention Operates. 

Recognizing a certain similarity in all 
wave motions, Prof. Pupin fixed a tuning 
fork against the wall of the room, the 
prongs pointing outward horizontally. He 
tied a etring to one of the prongs and then 
stretched It tightly across to the opposite 
wall of the room. When the fork was set 
vibrating, little waves passed over the 
string to the wall and back, They were 
quite regular. 

He knew that, if the string had been con. 
tinued off indefinitely for miles. the waves 
caused by the tuning fork would have 
thinned out and died away until] finally, 
when a certain distance had been reached, 
there would be no wave motion percepti- 
ble. He took a little piece of beeswax and 
attache@ it to the string. The wave motion 
| regubentty. showed much fumbling and ir- 
regularity. This, he thought, is exactly 
; the condition of the Atlantic cable when 
one “‘choke coil” is placed on it. Then he 
fell to experimenting with the string and he 
attached pieces of beeswax to it at short 
intervals. 


After a time he found that the waves 
Sent away by the tuning fork passed in 
regular order over the string, being receiv- 
ed, regulated and passed along by the lumps 
of beeswax with remarkable dispatch. This, 
he thought, !s what the cable needs—“‘choke 
coils” at intervals. The point was to de- 
termine the proper intervals. So he went 
back to his mathematics and to his arti- 
ficial telephone Hne. 


After a stupendous amount of work 
Prof. Pupin decided that on a submarine 
cable it would be necessary to insert eight 
coils to the mile in order that epeech could 
be transmitted from New York to Burope. 
Whereas, on land telegraph Hnes, one coli 
to the mile would be quite sufficient, Of 
course, the laying of a submarine cable 
with eight coils to the mile attached at 
regular distances apart within the sheath- 
ing would be a prodigious commercial un- 
dertaking, but not nearly as much as was 
the laying of the first Atlantic cable, 

The advantage to be gained, aside from 
the long-sought triumph of talking across 
the ocean, would be the immense quicken- 
ing of all cable telegraphing. 


The present rate of ocean telegraphing 
is five cycles a second, With the insertion 
of the coils tt would be possible to operate 
at the rate of 1500 cycles a second, or 300 
times as fast as is now possible. As Dr. 
Pupin points out, a cable 300 times ae fast 
as at present could do 930 times as much 
business and it could charge less than one- 
tenth of a cent a word for messages and 
still earn as much maney as at present. 


So tmportant do the telephone companies 
think Dr. Pupin’s invention that they aré@ 
already negotiating for its use. Although 
it is less spectacular than talking across 
the ocean, the ability to speak by tele- 
phone bettwren New York and San Fran- 
cisco is quite as much to be desired, But 
the “capacity” problem has entered in here 
as well as in the ocean crossing. New 
York now talks to St. Louis, but the feat 
is not as easy, perhaps, as it would be De- 
tween two nearby villages. And it is done 
at an expense of labor, wire and wasted 
electricity that ts simply appalling, com- 
paratively spcaking. 

Immense quantities of copper wire of 
large size nave to be used, and the further 
you go from the starting point the larger 
must be the size of wire over the whole 
length of the line. The ratio of Increase le 
a rapidly rising one. The length of the 
telephone line between New York and St. 
Louis is about 130 miles, It cost thou- 
eands of dollars, and tons upon tone of 

opper wire were used in its construction, 
The two ohm circuit between New York 
and Chicago alone cost $20,000, and a cire 
cult of the same. kind between New York 
and San Francieco would cost five Umes es 


much, 

But with the use of the Pupin cotl strung 
upon te'egraph poles one mile apart it will 
be possible to telephone to San Francisco 
over thin tron wire, that will cost nothing 
comparatively in the dbullding. This weuld 
apply as wel' to nearby points. In fact, 
the whole commercial system of the tele- 
graph and telephone will be quickened and 
cheapened, so thatin the end we may loox« 
for a long distance telephone or cable mes- 
gage with the same oomplacency we now 
look for lettera, 

The use of the system on long land Ines 
might even make a .acific cable unnecese- 
sary, for the lines now conecting us with 
Alaska might be continued te Rering Strait 
and down again through Siberia to connect 
with Asia. If Dr. Pupin’s “choke colls” 
were now tn use on @uch a line we would 
get a much clearer idea of the Chinese ait. 
vation than we now have.

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The change in the physical condition of a 
man due to such excitement may be meas- 
ured by its effect upon the circulation. The 
beat of a man’s heart is the first thing to 
b@ affected. and by measuring the force and 
nature of the flow of blood the effect upon 
a particular organism may be ealculated. 
These measurements or indications are (a- 
ken at the pulse with a very delicate mech- 
anism known as the sphygmograph. The 
instrument traces upon a black background 
a line corresponding to the strength and 
duration of the pulse beat. These records 
when taken of a normal man at the in- 
stant a shot js fired or any other violent vi- 
bration occurs will show an irregular 
movement or jump, which measures (the 
work the heart has been called upon to 
do. If these records be taken of the same 
man while shots of different calibers are 
fired the pulse waves will correspond in 
irregularity with the size or volum@ of the 
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has been found that the piteh or verUecal 
dimension of the pulse waves increase UN- 
excitement while the length of the 
waves is shortened. When, for example, 
a shot is suddenly fired the pulse waves 
instantly change from a level line to an ab- 
rupt jagged liae, gradually leveling out, 
however, to a normal condition as the 
effect of the shot wears off. 


After a series of such shots, as for ex- 
ample during a naval engagement, the 
pulse waves indicate a permanent disorder. 
It will take a considerable period for the 
pulse waves even of a strong man to reée- 
cover their original even and normal shape. 

The sphygmograph is also employed to 
measure the nervous tremors. After any 
violent excitement the body is likely to be 
thrown into a state of trembling, which 
disorder may also be indicated by waves 
or vibrations. The hand which has fred 
a number of shots from a pistol will often 
tremble violently. A man who stands near 
a cannon when it is fired off is affected the 
same way.

ERTICAL writing as taught in the 
public schools of St. Louis, through- 
out Missouri and in other states is in 

Loe toroes of a struggle for existence. 
There are many enthusiastic advocates 
the new system, but the old slant writ- 
ing has powerful adherents. 
It is an open question as to whether the 
bold, upright chirography will prevail and 
become the handwriting of the coming gen- 


eration, or whether the Spencerian slants 
and curls of a decade ago will be revived 
ent firmly established. Possibly a com- 
|} :omise between the two may be effected. 

Che fact is not generally known that 
Thomas A. Edison, electrical wizard, is the 
unconscious inventor of the verticle system 
of handwriting. Mr. Edison for many years 
Was a telegraph operator, and one of the 
most rapid in the business. As a sender 
and receiver he had few equals. He took 
down in-his own hand, jong bfore the era 
of typewriters, messages clicked from the 
wire with terrific speed, and his copy was 
most as legible as print. Mr. Edison sat 
before the writing table erect, immediately 
facing the table, and his writing was done 
fn a bold, vertical, beautiful free hand like 
drawtng. It was the swiftest hand he could 
write. It was suited to the occasion. 

Other telegaphers unconsctously adopted 
a style of writing similar-to that of Edison. 
Nearly ail telegraphers in time came to 


write that way, not merely to imitate the 
wizard, but in order to be able to take 
down the rapid language as it clicked 
from the wires winged with lightning. 

Thus the vertical system of writing grew, 
and Mr. Edison's hand was taken as a mode! 
for teaching at school. The letters in com- 
mon schoo] use are somewhat iarger than 
those of Mr. Edison, but the general style 
is identical. It !s pssible that Operator 
Edison unknowingly ehaped the chirog- 
raphy of the future? 

That depends upon the-fate of vertical 
writing. now vravering in the balance. 

Vertical writing first was adopted in some 
of the eastern states. New York has tried 
it for several years. Almost un!versally 
the teachers approved it: and the children 
liked it. Its naturalness was its chief claim 
to approval. Some condemned it as a fad, 
but gradually it grew and it grew, like 
Johnny Jones’ peach, until many states 
adopted it as the only writing taught in 
their public schools, and the old Spencerlan 
method was a back number so far as pub- 
lic schools were concerned 

The business colleges persistently declined 
to adopt the vertical system. They denied 
to it the essential quality of speed and the 
desirable characteristic of individuality. 
Superior legibility was granted to it on all 
Sides, but business men demanded speed. 
Statisticians of handwriting took 
and many declared that the new 
was -saseiscecate in as teire of speed.

The new system pro- 
posed is to be in the nature of a compro- 
mise, the good po!nts of both the vertical 
and the slant styles being retained. 

It is held that in the new writing rec- 
ommended the slant will enable the writer 
to develop a running hand, which is always 
more rapid than any other. The exact angie 
will not be required, a greater individu- 
alfty being permitted.

Judge Lippelman related another instance 
in which he had been sought as legal ad- 
viser by a man who had been brought into 
Hansmann’s court. He gaid: 

‘Ie is the Buck and Stegeman case, a@ 
cause celebre In this town. Mr. Buck and 
Mr. Stegeman are neighbors. Mr. Buck 
has seven children and a flock of ducks. 
Mr. Stegeman has three children and a 
drove of geese, Both have gardens and 
their homes adjoin. 

“Some of Buck's ducks and _ children 
played In Stegeman's garden. Mra. Stege- 
man objected. She to:d Mr. Buck that his 
ducks and his children must be kept out. 
Mr. Buck authorized her to run them out, 
But Mrs, Stegeman was not satisfied, and 
she made the mistake of golng to Justice 
Hansmann and requesting him to compel 
Mr. Buck to keep his ducks and his other 
brood out of her back yard. 

‘Don't do anything to bring me inte 
court,’ she sald, ‘but just notify him that 
he must keep them out.’ Justice Hansmatin 
made out a reguiar complaint, which he 
induced Mrs. Stegeman to align. In a few 
days Buck was arrested and gave bond for 
appearance at his trial. He came to me 
for advice and 1 went down and defended 
him. With a jury he won, and the costs 
of the case, $17, were assessed against Mra. 
Stegeman. 

‘*l advised Mra. Stegeman not to pay the 
cosets, as Hansmann could not legally cole 
lect them, her homestead and household 
furniture being exempt.” 

The judge related a story of Hansamann’s 
career as coroner. He sald that a man 
from Kansas fell under a car while pagasittg 
through Maplewood and was killed. Hans- 
mann heid an Inquest and presented a bil] 
of Costs to the county court for $47.78, 
which was paid. Judge Lippelman had 
held numerous inquests in his political ca- 
reer, and the whole costs, including coffin 
and interment of the corpse, never excedd. 
ed $4. He found that Hansmann had Hct 
even buried the corpse. He made personal 
complaint to the eounty court, was fFre- 
ferred to the prosecuting attorney, and 
the latter assured him that the matter 
would be placed before the grandjury. 

“I waited a long time and heard nothin, 
of the case. Then I taxed the prosecuting 
atiorney with not having piaced the mat- 
ter of _ Hansmann'’s overcharge before the 
grandjury ..nd we had words. The prosé-~ 
cuting attorney and the county court de- 
fend Hanemann’s course and the people 
can do nothing.” |

There is no harbor to Taku, it being upon 
the low coast of the Hoang-hal or Yellow 
Sea. The settlement consists of barracks. 
officers’ quarters. a smal! ‘custom house 
and a lot of poor Chinese houses or hove!ls. 
The land is a part of the delta of the 
Peh-ho. This river, though smail, brings 
down an enormous amount of silt, and is 
shoaling up the sea beyond. Although the 
Yellow Sea is rather turbulent, the fierce 
river is moving the bar out steadily. The 
charts show this movement clearly. Those 
of the early part of the century make 
the bar about three miles from the shore, 
in 1850 it was about four and a half miles, 
and today it is six miles. At this distance 
from the land there is oniy 12 feet at low 
tide, excepting in the four channels. The 
bottom is mud, so soft and so free from 
rocks that the coasting captains who ply 
that part of the Chinese waiers think litiie 
of running aground in this nelehborhood. 
For many years enterprising merchants 
have kept powerful steam tugs at T-en- 
Tain, and they make a handsome profit in 
towing vessels up and down the.

UCILLE MULHALL is the most re- 
markable ‘‘cowgirl’’ in the West. She 
was seen and admired by thousands 

last October in St. Louis, during the rough 
riding and steer roping contests during the 
St. Louis Fair. 

More recently she was, next to Teddy 
Roosevelt, the greatest attraction at the 
Rough Riders’ reunion at Oklahoma City. 
There she gave an exhibition of her prow- 
ess and received the plaudits of thousands. 


Little Miss Mulhall, who only welghs 9 
pounds, can break a broncho, lasso and 
brand a steer and shoot a coyote at 500 
yards. She can also play Chopin, quote 
Browning, construe ‘Virgil’ and make 
mayonaise dressing. She is a little ashamed 
of these latter accomplishments, which are 
a concession to the civilized prejudices of 
her mamma. 

Mrs. Mulhall has two famous daughters, 
and although she is intensely proud of 
them, she shrinks from the attention they 
attract. Miss Agnes Mulhall’s adventures 
suggested to Hoyt the plot of “A Texas 
Steer,’’ and her own figure may be recog- 
nized in the heroine of the play.
